Defence Minister Exer Weizman 
yesterday voiced confidence that the 
diplomatic talks of the coming fort- 
night will lead to the resumption of 
the negotiations in the Israel-Egypt 
military committee.

Cabinet approves

The cabinet yesterday approved 
the appointment of Prof. Yehuda 
Blum as head of Israel's permanent 
delegation at the UN, Yosef Kedar as 
the consul general in New York, and 
Binyamin Navon as consul general 
in Los Angeles. 

Blum, who was born in 
Czechoslovakia in 1931, came to 
Israel in 1945, after imprisonment 
in the Bergen-Belsen concentration 
camp. He trained as a teacher, 
received e Master of Jurisprudence 
degree from the Hebrew University 
and later a Ph.D. in Jurisprudence 
from the London School of 
Economics. 

He was an IDF prosecutor from 
1956 to 1959. later worked 88 a legal 
assistant in the Foreign Ministry, 
and turned to university teaching in 
Israel and abroad. In 1976 he was ap- 
pointed to the Israel delegation at 
the UN. 

Yosef Kedar, born in Tel Aviv in 
1925, served in the RAF and later in 
the Israel Air Force, -was air attache 
in Paris, military attache in Aukera, 
an adviser in the Rome Embagsy, 
head of the Defence Ministry delega- 
tion in Paris, and chief curator of the 
Diaspora Museum. 

Binyamin Navon, born in 
Rumania !n 1933, came to Israel in 
1945, worked in a bank after army 
service, studied business ad- 
ministration, economics and 
sociology at the Hebrew University, 
trained in the Foreign and 
served as economic adviser in New 
York and Teheran. After further 
work in the ministry in Jerusalem, 
he served as information attache in 
Washingtan. εν 


Shatta prison |

NAZARETH (Itim). — The Shatta 
prison murder trial ended here 
yesterday after 14 months during 
which 150 witnesses were called to 
testify against 16 prisoners charged 
with the murder of fellow inmate 
Yefet Nagar in June 1976.

LONDON (JTA}\, — Newly released documents 
about British efforts to prevent Jews from leav- . 
ing Europe on the eve of World War I show that 
there was strong opposition to the influx of Jews 
not only {nto Palestine but throughout the British 
‘Empire in places as far apart as Burma and the 


‘} ‘The evidence has been collated in an article by 
}} Martin Gilbert, nistorian and biographer of Sir 

Winston Churchill. Gilbert concludes that lack of 
sympathy towards Jewish refugees in the Home 
Office and the Foreign Office was 2 major factor 


His article appears in the latest issue of the 
Zionist Year Book, published by the British 
Zionist Federation, and deals with British policy 
towards Jewish refugees between May and 


Admitting Jews to various parts of the Empire 
was favoured by Malcolm MacDonale, who as 
Colonial Secretary was architect of the White 
Paper limiting the number of entry certificates 


One of the alternative havens suggested was 
British Guiana, where 500 Jewish families would 
have been admitted. Objections were raised first 
by Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir John Simon, 
who said it would be an unacceptable burden on 
the British taxpayer, and later by a Royal Com- 
mission on the West Indies, despite the fact that 


British Jewry in the meantime had pledged to 
finance the settlement of the 500 refugees. 
MacDonald himself had his own reservations 
about the British Guiana plan, telling a cabinet 
committee that he waa “afraid thet when the 
Tefugee settlers became British subjects (1.6. 
after five years) they would acquire the right to 
migrate into the United Kingdom if they 


wished." 


Hostility to accepting Jewish refugees 
anywhere was voiced by A.W.G. Randal! of the 
Foreign Office, when commenting on some 200 
European Jews whem the government of Cyprus 
had refused te admit even on a temporary basis. 

“Tt is unthinkable that 4 miscellaneous crowd 
of Jews could be admitted to any other part of 
the Empire,” he noted on June 1, 1938. 

Burma and Southern Rhodesia were two more 
British possessions considered 2s possible sanc- 
tuaries. Although Foreign Office officials like Sir 
Alexander Cadogan jlater to be Britain's 
representative at the UN) favoured opening the 
doors, the idea was turned down at other levels. 


‘Thus on March 3, 1939, an India Office official 
commented on the Burma proposal: ‘There is 
no possibility of contemplating large scale settle- 
ment by European refugees In the colenies in 
view of the atrong objections which would be felt despair,"” 
against such settlement to the prejudice of the 
indigenous races concerned.”

Rhodesia explained to the British consul-general 
in Alexandria: ‘My

British officials, Gilbert quotes another Foreign

The Supreme Court yesterday 
cleared a Jerusalem man convicted 
of reckless driving on the 
that so much Ume had elapsed 
between the accident and his convic- 
tion that he could not have been 
assured a fair trial. ᾿ 

Moshe Wertheim was charged in 
July 1971 with injuring a pedestrian 
in East Jerusalem while driving at 
55 kph. His case came to trial In the 
Jerusalem Magistrates Court only a 


year later, and it was five years. 


before Wertheim was finally con- 
victed of reckless driving. He waa 
fined 11400 and had his driving 
licence conditionally suspended. 

Wertheim appealed against his 
conviction, claiming that the trial 
had dragged on for so long that it 
was inconceivable that the judge 
who convicted him could have 
related properly to the evidence he 
had heard during the course of the 
trial. The District Court dismissed 
the appeal, and Wertheim then 
sought and obtained permission to 
file hia appeal before the Supreme 
Court. 

Justices Etzioni, Alon and Behor 
accepted Wertheim's contention that 
the length of time his tria! had jasted 
shed doubt on whether or not the 
charge on which he was convicted 
had been adequately proven.

Women confesses te robbing 
half-blind aged housewife 


TEL AVIV (ΙΕ γα), — One of two 
women accused of the brutal 
robbery of elderly, half-blind Hanna 
Somech of Ramat Gan six weeks ago 
admitted the charge in the District 
Court here yesterday. 

But the accused, 30-year-old Hed- 
va Kleinman, denied that either she 
or her alleged accomplice, 24-year- 
old Dalia Haim, had beaten the 
‘woman as charged. (The other alleg- 
ed assailant asked the court for an 
extension to decide how to plead.) 

The prozecution charges that the 
two brutally beat up Somech on 
January 16 after gaining entry to her 


apartment, and that they ripped 
from her neck a gold necklace 
valued at 1L.23,000. Somech required 
hospital treatment for a head ἢ 

Admitting to the robbery, Klein- 
man said yesterday that her and her 
partner's intention: had been 
burglary, not assault. She said 
Somech had handed over the jewelry 
without a fight and that she had then 
cut the woman's telephone and left 
her locked in her flat. The jewelry, 
Kleinman added, had fetched her 
only 111,400, which she said was half 
its true value.

FIRST TIME IN ISRAEL: 
Labour court rules against. 
wage scale according to sex

The National Labour Court ruled 
for the first time yesterday that a 
wage scale determined by the sex of 
the worker is invalid. 2 

‘ The ruling pertained to a sult filed 
by 8 woman employee of the Elite 
company, who originally worked as 
a packer. In October 1973, when men 
were mobilized for the war, she filled 
in as & machine operator. 

‘When she applied to a District 
Lebour Court with the claim that she 
was getting less pay than a male in 
the same job, the court ruled that she 
is entitled to equal pay for equal 
work. The court was aware that she 
sometimes requires help from other 
workers for heavy lifting involved In 
the machinist's job. But since that 
resulted in no drop in output or extra 
overtime for the workers, she was 
considered to be doing work essen- 
dally equal to a man's, 

Both Elite and the employee 
appealed against the District Court's 
decision. Elite charged that the 


woman was not doing equal work, 

- and the woman wanted to be paid 
at machinist’s rates not only for the 
period of October 1978 to the present, 
‘but also for the earlier period when 
she worked as 4 packer only. 

The Nationel Court supported the 
district ruling, noting, that the 
burden of the proof was on anyone 
who clalms the woman was not doing 
equal work — and-there was no proof 
of extra hours or addftiona! workers 
needed to keep up the cutput. The 
higher court overruled the woman's 
claim to machine operator's pay for 
8 packer's work, 

‘The court also ruled that the ex- 
istence of separate wage scales for 
men and women doing the same 
work iy illegal.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The White 
House, faced on Saturday night with 
mounting United Mine Workers op- 
position to a tentative coal pact, 
threatened immediate intervention 
“no later than Monday’’ if miners 
reject an agreement to end the 
crippling, 89-day walkout. 

Administration officials renewed 
the threat to use 8. back-to-work 
order under the Taft-Hartley Act as 
UMW locals In key coal states voted 
overwhelmingly to reject the White 
House-fostered agreement. 

With 204 of 704 locals (25.6 per 
cent) reported, the vote was more 
than two to one against ratification. 

An Administration source close to 
President Jimmy Carter said "if the 
present trend continues and the con- 
tract ts voted down, the President 
will have little other option than to 
invoke the Taft-Hartley Act no later 
than Monday.”

European fascists 
convene in Belgium 


ANTWERP (Reuter). — Several 
hundred extreme rightists from five 
countries met in a hall here on Satur- 
day night to celebrate the 10th an- 
niversary of a small north Belgian 
political group, the Flemish Military 
Order (VMO). 

The meeting, attended by fascists 
from West Germany, France, Bri- 
tain, Holland and Belgium, provoked 
no counter-demonstration, but 
several anonymous bomb threats 
were made, police said. 

Although VMO president Bert 
Erikson forbade the wearing of un- 
iforms, many fascists revealed 
black shirts, jackboota and Nazi in- 
signia as the meeting progressed. 
Erikson, chairing the meeting, was 
presented with a copy of Hitler's 
‘Mein Kampf" by the head of the 
West German Viking youth move- 
ment.

6-party pact should spell end 


to Italian gov’t stalemate 


ROME (Reuter). — Prime Minister- 
designate Giulio Andreatti yesterday 
put the finishing touches to a six- 
party pact expected to end Italy's 
six-week-old government crisis. _ 

'The breakthrough came on Satur- 
day at a meeting of party leaders. 

If the pact is implemented It wil] 
be the first time since 1947 that the 
Communists actively support a 
Christian Democratic minority 
government. 

“We have taken a notable step 
forward." Andreotii told reporters 
after Saturday's meeting. Other par- 
ty leaders gave equally positive 
assessments, 

At the centre of the new deal was a 
jointly worked out agreement which 
would bind six perties to supporting 
Andreotti's minority government in 
both houses of parliament. 

His previous minority cabinet 
resigned on January 16 after the 
Communists, Socialists and 
Republicans demanded cabinet 
posts in an emergency government. 

Involved in the pact were the 
Christian Democratic, Communist, 
Socialist, Social Democratic, 
Republican and Liberal Parties. 
Although the pact fell well short of 
the minimum demands by the Com- 
munists to be included in 2 forma] 
parliamentary majority, they seem- 
ed to be content to settle with a 
vague compromise. The Christian 
Democrats said the only concession 
made to their old political enemies 
was to offer them a share in a 
parliamentary pact with “precise 
and Hmited conditions."

THE VICTORIANS used to'say that 


} thelr African empires were acquired 


"in a fit of absence of mind." But

The white population of Africa in 
1960 was roughly 3.5 million, 
Ironicaliy, about the same number 
remain, but only because of the in- 
crease of whites in southern Africa:

The gardens of the Western world

hybridizers. Never before has there 
been such a wealth of plants to 


choose from to create colourful gar- 


dens. 
Last October this column en- 
couraged you to plant tulips,

and corms planted in autumn have 
started to flower and will decorate 
your balconies and gardens until the 


πὲ end of May. 


There is a second group of bulbs 
and corms, which we call “summer 
bulbs,"" to be planted in March and 
April for flowering from July until 
October. Bulb flowers generally are 
perhaps the easiest to grow. You 
have to prepare the sofl (or you can 
even grow them soilless — 
hydroponicaliy), depts and the in- 
dividual! planting de: and spacing 
of each kind of bulb — and thaj is all! 

Lily (lilium) is havetsetet or 
shoshan in Hebrew. There are hun- 
dreds of varieties of lily, most of 
them easy to grow. Lilles were 
grown in ancient Crete and were algo 
popular with the ancient Egyptians, 
who used them at funerals. The early 
Romans used them for religious ser-.

Zambia and other African states 
such issues as the military's role in 
politics, citizenship and the need to 
identify with the new triumphant 
black nationalism will be of 
paramount concern to the whites in a 
future Zimbabwe. 

Parliamentary blocking 
mechanisms have always been a 
temporary palliative.

He summarized the difficulties 
and hopes of whites in black Africa 
in the following words: “Transfer of 
government to the black majority 
has meant a decline in the tctal white 
population in most ex-ccionial 
African territories.

The tremendous con- 
tribution that they make constitutes 
the greatest guarantee that they 
have for continued productive and 
secure existence in the new state." 

If Profeasor Murphree {s correct, 
then a survival formula exists for the 
remaining white tribes in southern 
Africa. But they will have to over- 
come greater obstacles than the 
physical difficulties encountered by 
their pioneering forefathers. This

Egyptology became a modern 
scientific discipline in the wake of 
Napoleon's invasion of Egypt, Prof. 
Schulman notes. Together with his 
forces, Napoleon took an army of 
scholars who were the first to 
decipher the ancient Egyptian 
language. Till then the world's 
knowledge of ancient Egypt had 
come from the Sikle and from 
Romen writers. 


The early Egyptologista were 
mainly clergymen. Only towards the 
end of the last century did laymen 
and Jews enter this discipline. The

Prof. Schulman points out that 
Egyptology then, like many other 
orlental disciplines, was a hocury 
discipline, ““You had to be wealthy 
and be able to support yourself.

This is 
because the Egyptians dominated 
the area during the period of 1500 
B.C.E. to 1000 B.C.E."" : 

It Israel were to begin expanding 
its Egyptology studies now it would 
take perhaps ten years before it 
caught up with Huropean levels of 
scholarship. 

When I ask Prof. Schulman if he 
sees any similarities between the 
current peace negotiations with 
Egypt and anything in the ancient 
past, he breaks into a smile. 

“At the time of the New Kingdom, 
between 1430 to 1295 BCE, the Egyp- 
tians and Hittites fought fierce wars 
for the control of 811 of Syria and Ca- 
naan, In the 2181 year of Rameses IZ 
(the 19th dynasty about 1284 BCE) 
Egypt signed a peace treaty with the 
Hittites renouncing war as a means 
of settling thelr disputes. They also 
established a military alliance and 
friendship treaty between the two 
states. This treaty remained in force 
for over a century until the Hittite 
empire was destroyed by invaders. 
The invasion occurred so fast that 
the Egyptians were not able to come 
to the aid of their Hittite allies.’”

8 new investment law to provide 
significant tax benefits for the 
residents of these areas, benefits far 
beyond the insignificant few per cent 
given today, which do not even com- 
Pensate for the higher prices of con- 
sumer goods there — instead of 
measures designed to encourage the 
relocation of automated factories 
ere. 


If the Government wants to en- 
courage the settlement of sparsely 
populated areas, its promotion 
measures, tax benefits and other 
privileges must concentrate on peo- 
ple, not factories. The accent must 
be on infrastructural services such 
as roads and communications, not 
amokestacks in the middle of nowhere 
which are where they are only 
because of subsidies. 

The new law also tries to draw a

development areas — as if the 
foreign currency of the latter was 
worth more than that of the former. 

The rule that enterprises in the 
centre will have to export at least 25 
per cent to enjoy the tax benefits is 
as difficult te implement as it is easy 
to circumvent — especially in our 
new liberal foreign currency regime.

tion} will from now on have to be 
tarried out by income tax officials. 

These will have to establish the 
share of exports in total output, 
where these exports originate. what 
Part of the firm's sales is entitled to 
tax privileges, which of the firm's 
products are in the ‘positive’ list 
and which in the ‘negative’, and so 
on. ᾿ 

Tt is doubtful whether an income 
tex administration already coming 
apart at the seams wili be able to 
cope with this additional burden. The 
only result will be a general tax 
giveaway, unchecked and practical- 
ly unconditionel. : 

The Treasury, so kindly disposed 
towards capital, the origin of which 
is mostly from the public kitty, not 
only provides largesse for new enter- 
prises. Business taxes in general 
have been reduced. Instead of 67 per 
cent income tax and company tax 
combined on distributed profits, the 
new rate will be 64 per cent, for any 
kind of enterprise, and 40.5 per cent 
instead of 49 per cent for “‘approved"' 
enterprises. 

The taxes on undistributed profits 
will come down from 61 per cent for 
ordinary firms to 52 per cent, and 
from 40 per cent to 30 per cent for ap- 
proved enterprises (now enterprises 
in the “positive” lst). 

Ordinary income taxes, by com- 


parison, have remained unchanged, " 


nor has there been any change in tax 
euts on private savings — which, 
efter all, finance much of these 
privileged investments. The theory 
behind these cuts on business taxes 
ts that enterprises ought to be en- 
couraged not to distribute their 
profits in the form of dividends. But 
the fact is that most firms reinvest 
their profits anyway, and the tax 
cuts will make little difference. 

Another new tax benefit permits 
businesses to deduct from their tax- 
able income part of the nominal in- 
crease In the value of their inven- 
tories, within the next two years. 
While the taxation of purely in- 
flationary profits has long been 
recognized as unfair, the new 
privilege, viewed against the nearly 
complete elimination of price con- 
trols, allows firms to make profits 
from raising their prices In line with 
the general price inflation and at the 
same time deducting these price in- 
creases from their taxable income. 

All in all, it seems that the new in- 
vestment law has had long and ar- 
duous thinking behind it — but little 
of it has produced much beyond a 
rehash of outdated approaches. 

And there is a lurking suspicion 
that the proposed amendments do 
little to get the economy to grow 
again, to settle the development 
areas, to take a new look at what the 
country needs — and quite a bit to 
accommodate the ideology of the 
present government. 


Hoteliers form own insurance company 
in anger over high existing premiums

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Hotel 
Association yesterday announced 
the establishment of its own in- 
surance agency, called “Malonbit,"" 
to, write overall policies for the 300 
hotels organized in the Association. 
So far 30 hotels have said they will 
join and negotiations are underway 
with another 20, Moshe Amir, 
director-general of the Association, 
announced yesterday. 

The Association itself will act as 
“agents” for the insurance com- 
pany, in conjunction with Shigg 
Terhune Inc. of New York. The local 
insurance company itself will be 
backed mainly by the Fidelity & 
Casualty Co. of New York, itself af- 
filiated with the Continental In- 
surance Companies of New York. A 
small part is backed by Isram-Aram 
Ltd., of Israel. 

Biram, legal adviser of the 
Association and of its insurance 
company, noted that the move to set 
up an independent company was ἃ. 
direct outcome of the conditions 
prevailing among local insurance 
companies. 

He claimed that they charged out- 
rageous fees: Out of every 111.25 
paid as a premium, up to 45 agora 
went to the agent who sold the policy. 
Between 15 and 25 agora went for 
“costs” leaving only 55 agore to 
cover the actual cost of the in- 
surance granted. 

Moreover, he said, the insurance 
companies delayed making 
payments, since there was no provi- 
sion in the law when they had to pay 
damages. This had the result that 
they made a tidy profit — on account 
of the hotels insured — due to infla- 
tion. 

Finally, Biram charged, the in- 
surance companies, when they did 
agree to pay, would only pay after 
the damages had been repaired. 


‘Thus, if a fire razed a hotel, the hotel 
had to be rebuilt at the expense of the 
owner before he saw his insurance 
money. 

The spokesman of the Israel In- 
surance. Association said yesterday 
that the. Association would reply to 
these charges in the near future. 


Amir admitted, as did Biram and, 


David Oren, chairman of the Hotel 
Association’s insurance committee, 
that the hotels themselves were not 


. blameless. 


They habitually underinsured 
themselves against damage. Thus, 
when the Park Hotel in Netanya 
went up in flames some years ago, 
taking several lives, the insurance 
covered only IL1.5m. in damages. 
The claims against the hotel came to 
1L16m. 

The same’ was true of the Pan 
American Hote} in Bat Yam and the 
Deborah Hotel in Tel Aviv. Their 
policies failed to cover actual 
damage. 
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Flexible floor 
wage proposed.

A “moveable” minimum wage — 
unlinked to any existing index yet 
adfustable by ministerial order — is 
being proposed by Minister of 
eee apd Social Affairs Yisrael 

atz. 

A draft of the “Minimum Wage 
Law,” prepared by the Ministry's 
legal adviser, is now being cir- 
culated among Cabinet Ministers for 
thelr comment. 

The present minimum wage — 
111,650 per month — is not regulated 
by the law. It is the result of collec- 
tive bargaining. 

“Experience has shown that set- 
ting the floor wage by negotiation 
does not always ensure against its 
erosion compared with the average 
national wage,” Dr. Katz said 
yesterday. 

“Nor is Inking the minimum wage 
to the average national wage the 
right answer. Such linking of the 
minimum to the freely negotiable 
wages between the bottom and top 
scales is dangerous to the economy 
because {t is bound to strain labour- 
management relations even more 
than they are at present.” 

The Katz law would grant the 
Minister of Labour and Sociat 
Welfare the authority to raise or 
lower the minimum wage according 
to his discretion. .

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Choosing what to broadcast

THE NEW Broadcasting Authority plenum, nominated yester- | 


day by Mr. Begin'’s government on the recommendation of the 
Education Minister, contains a more impressive battery of 
names than its predecessor. Mr. Hammer has fulfilled his 
pledge. He has nominated not only party loyalists, but per- 
sonalities of stature in the nation's cultural life. 

The new members will face a continuing dilemma. Should 
they vet the choice of material, to make sure it is responsible 
and constructive: or should they refrain from interfering. in 
order to preserve freedom of expression? 

The problem exists because the Broadcasting Authority is a 
monopoly. Newspapers may publish what they please; but in a 
radio and television system, which only has so many hours on 
the air, the act of selection is itself a limitation on the freedom to 
perform. Not every show can be put on. What considerations 
must determine the choice? 

There are many possible answers. One is aesthetic quality. 

Another is the publication of facts that the authorities would 
think best hidden. (Such revelations are what freedom of speech 
is all about.) 
+ Both these criteria are valid. But there is another. Article 4 of 
the Broadcasting Law requires that expression be given to the 
different opinions prevailing in the community, also that the 
material broadcast be veracious. 

In other words, those who select programmes may cast their 
nets widely — but they must be fair, and they must be truthful. 
Fair means giving ali sides of a question (if the question is con- 
troversial). Truthful means placing individual episodes in their 
true perspective (if they could be misunderstood when taken out 
of context). 

The Authority plenum should keep an eye on TV and radio to 
make sure they abide by these rules. To do the job properly, the 
31 members must turn up to meetings regularly (which most of 
their predecessors usually did not do}. They must keep abreast 
of material, and know what is in preparation. If a film has to be 
discussed, this should be done before time and money are spent 
on shooting it. 

Under the Broadcasting Law, any 10 members may appeal to 
the Ministcr against a majority plenum decision. The Minister 
raust refer the appeal, with his recommendation, to the Cabinet. 
The Cabinet thus docs heve the last word, if it wants to. 

It should refrain from using that power, except in an 
emergency. The right of appeal has a flavour of politics about it. 
There should be no political interference in the life of the Broad- 
casting Authority. All that is needed is to Implement the law; 
and the Authority is perfectly capable of doing that, unaided by 
the politicians. 


Policy by intuition 
IT HAS BEEN widcly rcported that the Isracl] Embassy in 
Washington was not informed of President Carter's intention to 
have a private meeting this week with Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman. That such a meeting would in fact take place was 
made known to the Embassy only when Mr. Carter announced it 
publicly at a press conference. And as of Saturday night, the 
aera reportedly still did not know when the meeting would 
eld. 

Embassies and ambassadors have been embarrassed before 
by failure ta convey to them the information they need to do 
their jobs. But in this case President Carter's act of ignoring the 
Israel Embassy in Washington merely follows the pattern that 
has been laid down by Mr. Dayan and Mr. Begin. 

For some time now it has been apparent that communication 
between Jerusalem and Washington was being conducted 
almost exclusively through the U.S. Embassy in Te! Aviv. This 
reflects, no doubt, the government's confidence in U.S. Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis as well as a desire for direct com- 
munication in Jerusalem with the U.S. Government represen- 
tative. 

Yet such a preference does not of itself require that Israeli 
representatives in Washington be left uninformed and thus un- 
‘able to function effectively on behalf of their own government. 

For how can Israeli diplomats be expected to explain govern- 
ment policy to Senatcrs, Congressmen, American Jewish 
leaders, journalists, if they are themselves not kept in the pic- 
ture? The point has been reached where Congressmen friendly 
to Israel. have themselves voiced complaints that the Embassy 
has been stymied. 

This failure to properly deploy the Washington Embassy, un- 
fortunately, reflects a more general disregard of the Foreign 
Ministry mechanism in the preparation and development of 
policy. The only result is that a whole cadre of willing and ex- 
perienced diplomats, whose contributions would be essential in 
the systematic determination of policy, has been shunted aside, 
left to watch the not-so-inspiring sight of decision-making by 
hunch and intuition.

TWELVE YEAR OLD Keren 
Silberstein, of Eilat, who was flown 
to Los Angeles last month for a 
specialized ear operation, hopes to 
be home and back at schoo! in a few 
weeks’ time.

Klutznick, the new president of with President Sadat in 


the World Jewish Congress, and Washington.

THE NEW PRESIDENT of the 
World Jewish Congress ig moat in- 
dignant that anyone should gecuse 
him or his predecessor, Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, of seeking to pursue & 
parallel Diaspora foreign policy to 
that of the sovereign State of Israel. 
Such a contention, he avers, is 
“nonsense,” and indicates “a com- 
Plete lack of und of how 
nations make foreign policy.” 

As a former office holder under 
U.S. presidents, he appreciates that 
“éne can influence thinking, but one 
cannot initiate it. Governments 
decide..I am not interested In sub- 
stituting for the duly-elected officials 


of Israel."" 4 

Seventy-yearoki Philip Klutenick 
concedes that, since assuming his 
new duties, “I have accepted 
limitations on my freedom of expres- 
sion. Though obliged to be inhibited. 
I will fight like hell for my prin- 
ciples. And I won't be stopped from 
seeing people.” 

In particular, he intends to go on 
meeting “my coffee-drinking friend 
Ghorbal (the Egyptian ambassador 
to the U.S..) whenever I damn well 
feel like it," as well as Rumanians 
and other Eastern Bloc diplomats 
who cultivate his acquaintance. 

Ever since arriving here for the 
Zionist Congress and the WJC Ex- 
ecutive, Klutznick has been atriving 
to dispel the impression created by 
the report that he advised President 
Carter — at a meeting with U.S. 
Jewish leadera — to exert pressure 
on Israel go as to retain his influence 
with Egypt. 

He continues to see nothing amiss 
in his highly controversial meeting 
with Sadat in Washington, which was 
criticized as undermining American- 
Jewish unity in the face of Egyptian 
propaganda in the U.S. 

Tt was Ghorbal who phoned him at 
his Chicago home from Washington 
to tell him: ‘Number One is coming 
here and ho would like to meet you,” 
asking him te recommend which 
other Jews to invite. He asserts that 
he told Ghorbal to contact Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler, chairman of 
the Presidents’ Conference, for a list 
of people. 

Contrary to all reports, Klutznick 
claims that he did obtain prior ap- 
proval for the Sadat meeting from 
Jerusalem through the Israel consul- 
general in Chicago, Nahum Shamir, 
whom he quotes as saying: ‘‘Sadat ia 
going to meet Jews while he is here. 
We'd prefer you to others." 

“Then Ambassador Diaitz called 
me to say, ‘I have a message for you. 
Please don't divide the Jewish com- 
munity. Please ask Schindler.’ ἡ 

The WJC president disclaims hav- 
ing known that the Presidents’ 
Conference was about to meet and 
adopt a resolution denouncin 
separate and divisive meetings wii 
Sadat. Ten of Klutsnick's friends 
went along with him to Blair House 
to see the Egyptian ruler, and as he

puts it, “it was no big deal," adding 
little new to previous reports on that 
encounter. 


A FORMER Bnai B'rith inter- 
national president, Klutznick is scep- 
tieal about the efficacy of Jewish 
solidarity conferences for Israel, “if 
they are not preceded by solidarity 
among ourselves. It’s 2 vain hope to 
have unity in the Diaspora if Israel is 
not united...I have found con- 
siderable debate in Israel. A prere- 
quizite for solidarity in the Diaspora 
is that the Israeli government be 
clear on its policies. We cannot sup- 
port that which is confusing. I do 
hope the Israeli government will now 
be able to present ἃ clearer stand. 
Although U.S. Jews do support 
Israel, public epinion polls have 
shown a set-back for Israel." 

As to U.S.-Israel relations, Klutz- 
nick sees differences, but no discer- 
nible fell-off in Jewish commitment 
to Israel's survival and growth. As to 
the charge that Carter was seeking 
to isolate U.S. Jewry from the 
general community in its for 
Israel, he declared: ‘‘People mis- 
understand the function of the U.S.

encounters in the Israeli media, is 
that, eside from small clusters of 
highly religious Jews, the general 
community faces “extinction” in a 
generation or two. 


My concern is with the conse- 
quences of this distorted presenta- 
tion on the well-being of Israel and 
ultimately the Jewish people. Ali one 
learns about the American Jewish 
community from this report and 
others like it is that it is beset by per- 
vasive anti-Semitism, inter- 
marriage, assimilation and middle- 

- class materialism. 


Of course, te an extent, each of - 


these is a problem, but they need to 
be placed alongside the 

and positive developments, so one 
can obtain an accurate perspective 
of the true nature of American 
Jewish life and its realistic prospects 
for the future. 


Where in Ms. Siegel's article do we 
hear anything about several major 
developments in the American 
Jewish community which have been 
occurring in the past decade? (e.g., 
the significant growth of Jewish day 
schools, particularly among Conser- 
vative and Reform Jews; the 


emergence of kavurot within and 
without synagogues in which young’ 
adults and families get together for 
independent programmes of Jewish 
study and celebration; the dramatic 
growth of programmes of Jewish 
studies in dozens of American un- 
iversities; the flourishing of 
Hassidic communities and their ac- 
tivities; and the growing emphasis 
on the Jewish purposes of the 
Programmes and services of the 
broad network of Jewish communal 
agencies, which formerly were 
largely secular in emphasis.) 

What ts especially significant 
about these developments ia that 
they are occuring largely among 
affluent, highly educated, third and 
fourth generation Americans —

Sir, — We refer to your report of 
February 23 about recent electricity 
cuts in Nablus and wish to make the 
following points: 

1, Electricity cuts are not plagying 
Nablus as reported. In fact, cuts do 
not exceed two hours a week aa the 
Power station of Nablus includes 
eight generating sets with a total out- 
put of about 6,000 kws. and not two 
sets as mentioned. 

2. The military authorities offered 
us two second-hand sets on a rental 
basis for 11.120,000 per month. The 
otfered sets generate low-tension 
voltage of 500 kws. each and cannot 
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be inked to the existing high-tension 
transmission network. 

8. The Municipal Corporation 
reserves its right to ate and 
sell electricity, and as such finds no 
use in interlinking -with Israel’s 
national grid for technical and 
economic reasons. 

4. The Municipal Corparation 
issued in July 2876 a public tender for 
the supply of three additional 
generating seta of a total cutput of 
13,500 kws. and this tender was 
published in your paper. 

5. The mechanical and electrical 
engineers of this Corporation made a 
wide and comprehensive technical 
and financial study on the offers sub- 
mitted to the , and this 
study was sent tothe Goyer- 
nor on May 8, 1977 for approval. No 
answer was given yet. These sets 
will be financed from donations rais- 
ed abroad. :

On December 8, Rogers an- 
nounced his plan, and I was struck 
by the fact that it was the first time 
since 1967 that a secretary of state 
had spoken of Jerusalem as ἃ. united 
city. I thought it commendable, so 
the next day I sat down and wrote to 
Bill to say: “You'll get hell from both 
sides...you were a brave man to. 
deliver (that speech). Iam glad you 
spoke about Jerusalem being un-

Rogers was rather pleased at 
receiving the note, and mentioned it 
to the Presidents’ Conference when 
he was told that the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity unanimously condernned his 
speech. Six months ago, when Klutz- 
nick mentioned the note to Joseph 
Sisco, who was Rogers’ assistant 
secretary, Sisco admitted to hearing 
about it. Klutznick thereupon called 
Rogers, today the head of a major 
New York law firm, and asked for a 
copy, but ‘Rogers said he had no 
idea where it had got to."”

THE CONVERSION 
LAW AND FREEDOM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — We have been bombarded of 
late with a spate of news items, in- 
cluding several in your newspaper, 
on the law adopted by the Kneaset 
concerning objectionable Christian 
missionary activity in the country. 
Strangely enough, hardly a word has 
got through in all this attempted 
public brainwash by certain in- 
terested bodies, of the actual and 
crystal-clear aims of the law. Allow 
me to set the record straight. 

The law forbids the ‘promise of 
material emoluments’’ (my own 
translation) to anyone in return for 
conversion to another faith.
